Wednesday decided definitely that he 
‘would call an extra session of the 
| Georgia legislature to consider a cot- 
'ton holiday in 1932 immediately after 
a similar call is made by Governor 
Ross Sterling, of Texas, but not until 
then. The executive made his an- 
nouncement after consulting a num- 
ber of members of the assembly who 
called on him Wednesday morning and 
after reading telegrams from most of. 
the others. 

Late Wednesday Governor Sterling 
‘had arrived at no decision, although 
reports relayed through the office of 
Eugene ,Talmadge, commissioner of 
agriculture, from the Texas capital 
indicated that the session might be 
called momentarily. The state senate 


of Texas is to convene September 10 
to considgr an impeachment matter 
and J. E. MeDonald, Texas commis- 
sioner of agriculture, informed Tal- 
madge that the house might be called 
at the same time so that both branches 
might take up cotton legislation with- 
in the next 10 days.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—(4)—A 
committee of industrialists, labor lead- 


ers and economists, headed by Harry 
A. Wheeler, Chicago banker, was ap- 
pointed today by Walter S. Gifford, 
national relief director, to find ways 
of creating jobs for the unemployed. 

Wheeler's committee is the second 
of three to be created by Gifford to 
earry on the three major activities of 
President Hoover's unemployment re: 
lief organization. 

Gifford announced yesterday the ap- 
pointment of a group headed by Owen 
D. Young, of New York, to direct the 


agencies. The third committee, yet to 
be announced, will advise in the ad- 
ministration of relief through the 
money raised by Young’s committee. 

The task of the committee appoint- 
ed today, Gifford said, will be to “de- 
velop any possible extension of emer- 
gency industrial policies which have 
been found practicable in_ providing 
7 during the present pe- 
riod. 

The group, to be known as the com- 
mittee on employment plans and sug- 
gestiqens, is composed of 16 members 
in addition to Wheeler, including 
Daniel Willard,.president of the Balti- 
more & Ohio; Alexander Legge, for- 
mer chairman of the farm board and 
president of the International Har- 
vester Company; William Green, of 
the American Federation of JLabor; 
Edward N. Hurley, former chairman 
of the shipping board, and Wesley C. 
Mitchell, director of the national bu- 
reau of economic research.

- duced now to the final action or 
non-action of the state of Texas. If 
Bhe will co-operate with the other 
cotton states there remains no doubt 
that the sovereign remedy of a sus- 
pension of cotton production in 
4932 will be applied. That will mean 
g return of world cotton conditions 
to a normal status of crop meas- 
urements to world demands in 1933, 
Until that point is recovered the cot- 
ton industry in the south will con- 
tinue to be uncertain and disturbed 
by outside factors. 

Texas produces one-third of the 
cotton of the south and one-fifth 
that of the world at present. Cli- 

Matic, soil and geographic advan- 
‘tages make it possible for Texas 
cotton growers to produce, harvest 
and market the staple at less cost 
than is possible to cotton growers 
in any other state of the south, and 
especially those in the cotton belt 
east of Texas. 

It is evident, therefore, that Texas 

has become the arbiter of the for- 
tunes of the industry in the cotton 
States and upon the stand taken by 

* her governor and legislature must 
depend the fate of the industry in 
the present unprecedented crisis. 

If Texas refuses to join the 1932 
cotton growing suspension program 
that movement comes to a definite 
end and the other cotton states must 
suffer the losses and incalculable 
sufferings that will be borne by the 
farmers of the rest of the south. 
Three-fourths of the cotton growers 
between Virginia and Texas will be- 
come the inevitable victims of a 
Texas policy strangely like to that

POVERTY AMID RICHES. 

In a “‘live-at-home message” ad- 
dressed’ to the farmers of Pierce and 
contiguous counties, A. P. Brantley, 
prominent banker and businessman 
of Blackshear, emphasizes ‘“‘what a 
wonderful thing it is to have land 
upon which almost any crop may be 
grown and where stock of all kinds 
may be raised!”’ 

The same thing can be said of 
practically every part of. the state 
and yet our farmers, living in a sec- 
tion which could so easily be turned 
into a veritable land of plenty, are 
suffering because the price of cot- 
ton has dropped below the cost of 
production. Where they should be 
as prosperous as the people of any 
agricultural section in the world, 
their biind adherence to the one- 
crop idea has brought them face to 
face with ruin. 

The farmers of Minnesota, once 
one of the great wheat growing 
states of the west, have through 
diversification progressed from dis- 
aster to prosperity in a compara- 
tively few years, and the farmers of 
Georgia can do the same thing. 

Whatever success may meet the 
effort to find a solution of the cot- 
ton problem, the individual cotton 
farmer can solve it for himself by 
adopting a strict live-at-home policy 
—and sticking to it. 

That is what the south did follow- 
ing the War Between the States, 
when money was much scarcer than 
it is now, and it was through that 
policy that this section again reached 
a condition of prosperity which con- 
tinued until it fell victim to the 
one-crop fallacy. 

Whatever the price of cotton— 
whether it be 5 cents or 15 cents 
per pound—the farmer who raises 
enough food each year to feed his 
family and his stock will be just that 
much ahead when he disposes of his 
cotton,

the reported discovery recently of the 
new treasures in the Kremlin. Sev- 
eral of the finds will, it is thought, 
says the Moscow correspondent of the 
British United Press, be added to the 
State bank collection. One of the 
treasures, unearthed in a secret cham- 
ber accidentally uneovered by work- 
men, was a solid gold tea service for 
28 persons, weighing about 80 pounds. 
The Romanoff crown jewels, valued 
by the soviet government, which pos- 
sesses them, at 250 million dollars, 
were shown twice recently to foreign 
guests. These privileged persons were 
Mr. George Bernard Shaw, Lord and 
Lady Astor. 
_The bolshevists discoverad the en- 
tire ensemble of the imperial jewels 
in the first year of the revolution, 
after it had been at first believed that 
they had been taken abroad. The 
czarist family, fearing the threatened 
German invasion, had stuffed their 
best crowns and jewels into ordinary 
trunks, wrapping them in®old_ blank- 
ets and canvas and then dispatched 
them to Moscow. Thus, they remain- 
in the Kremlin until long after 
the dynasty had been overthrown. 

Guards patrolled the Kremlin, but 
nobody suspected that the disreputa- 
ble and dusty packing cases and 
trunks contained jewels of such 
wealth.

' Quoting from the resolution direct- 
ing that suit be instituted, Talmadge, 
in his letter to the assistant attorney 
general, said: 

“The sum of $14,136.68 that you 
requested to be covered into the gen- 
eral treasury was expended for the 
following purposes: $3,614.85 was ex- 
pended as the usual salaries and ex- 
penses of the employes of the bureau 
of markets.

Dell was summoned to the capital 
by Prohibition Director Amos W. W. 
Woodcock and was closeted with him 
for nearly two hours. He recited the 
wietails of the arrest of Ruth Calla- 
han and of the charge now pending 


contributing 
minor. 

“Dell has had as severe a repri- 
mand as I know how to give,” Wood- 
cock said immediately afterward. 
“There, will be no repetition of such 
an incident. It did not seem fair 
to dismiss a man with a record such 
as his under the circumstances.” 

Woodcock said part of the blame 
should rest on Dell’s superiors in Buf- 
falo for allowing such practices, but 
added that ‘they had not disobeyed 
orders, since none were given directly 
until last week. 

“In fact some measure of blame 
should rest with me,” he said, “for 
not anticipating such a situation and 
issuing an order against the- use 0 
women as informers as has been done. 

“I abhor this whole incident. It is 
terrible that anyone should conceive 
that this was the way to enforce pro- 
hibition. I did not know such prac- 
tices were being employed.” 

At the same time he announced Dell 
would stay in the service because of 
his excellent army record during the 
World War, and because of his record 
as a dry agent. Woodcock said an- 
other Buffalo agent, Arthur Peach, 
would be dismissed “for the good of 
the service.” Peach has been suspend- 
ed on a charge of drunkenness. 

A thorough investigation of Dell’s 
said, showed that 
Ruth Callahan, sometimes known as 
“Ruth Jackson,” came to the federal 
prohibition offices in Buffalo and of- 
fered “to aid in enforcing the pro- 
hibition law” because her mother had 
‘died of alcoholism.” 

Dell, he said, did not meet the girl 
until later. 

“They went to four different places 
and bought intoxicating liquor, some 
of which was saved as evidence,” he 
said. “Dell reported he did not drink 
any. The girl, however, was report- 
ed as drinking in the last two places 
visited.” 

Woodcock said the arrest of the 
virl followed a_ collision involving 
Dell’s automobile. The agent was not 
arrested, he said, nor was there any 
evidence to show that he was intoxi- 
eated. The federal dry chief added 
that the. case appeared to offer an 
opportunity to “save a man who has 
infinite possibilities for good.”

Lawyer, Humorist, Old-Time 
Football Star Passes 
in 58th Year.

MACON, Ga., Sept. 2—-(P)—_ 
Thomas J. Céchran. lawyer, humorist 
and old-time football star, died today 
at his home on Bloomfield road. He 
had been in ill health for several 
months. 

Judge Cochran won fame in the 
nineties as a football star at college 
while studying to practice law, and 
after his admission to the bar figured 
in some of the most important crimi- 
nal trials in the state. Attorneys who 
practiced with him say he had one of 
the most brilliant minds in the legal 
profession, but he will be remembered 
more for his wit in after-dinner 
speeches and every-day affairs than 
for his many courtroom victories. 
| Born in Concord, Meriwether coun- 
ity, April 15, 1874, Judge Cochran 
‘spent his early life on the farm there, 
'and prepared for college at Marion In- 
i stitute, in Alabama. 


University of Georgia for one year, 
and thén went to Mercer University 
for three vears, graduating in the class 
of 1895. It was while at Georgia and 
Mercer that he won fame as a football 
plaver.

Neither Wolf nor the bank’s offi- 
cials, many of whom had worked with 
him 20 years, could tell how much 
he had stolen. One high oftietet said 
the best estimate was $2,500,000 

A large portion of this is believed 
(still in the hands of brokers with 
|whom Wolf placed it as ‘margin for 
| Stock market speculations. Lloyds, of 
London, had insured the bank against 
‘such lossefor 82,000,000 and was ex- 
yected to establish title to bonds now 
in brokers’ hands. 

The first embezzlement occurred in 
1919, according to Wolf's reported 
confession, and small amounts were 
used from time to time as margin. In 
the 1929 market crash, he was called 
upon for more margins. His market 
losses grew by leaps and bounds and 
‘the embezzlements grew correspond- 
lingly larger.

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 2.—(4)—A 
republican alternative for administra- 
tion of the $20,000,000 unemployment 
relief fund proposed by. Governor 
Roosevelt was submitted to the state 
senate today and immediately de- 
acribed by the democratic leader as 
“smacking of small politics.” 

The republican proposal calls for 
administration of the fund by a spe- 
cial bureau in the department of so- 
cial welfare. Under the governor's 
lan the money would be distributed 
yy a temporary commission of three 
prominent men to be chosen by him. 

Shortly after Democratic Leader 
John J. Dunnigan. of the senate, de- 
nounced the republican proposal as 
“sounding like a charity bill,” a é¢om- 
promise measure was offered in the 
assembly. 

Russell G. Dunmore, republican 
Jeader of the lower house, proposed 
that the fund be administered by a 
commission of three, composed of Dr. 
Charles H. Johnson, head of the so- 
cial welfare department, and two ap- 
pointees of the governor. 

Dunnigan expressed surprise at 
what he termed a display of “small 
politics” after he said he thought the 
majority party. had accepted Roose- 
velt’s proposal in its entirety.
